I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1951. 


The  vital  statistics  show  a slight  improvement  from 
the  previous  year.  This  improvement  is  very  considerable  im- 
pressed in  terms  of  say  “X”  per  1,000,  but  in  actual  numbers 
the  difference  is  not  so  great. 

The  infantile  death  rate  has  fallen  from  52‘8  per 
1,000  live  births  to  17'96.  The  figures  are  1950 — 153  births 
with  8 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year;  1951 — 167  births  with  3 
deaths  of  infants  under  1 year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  also  that  this  year  again  there 
have  been  no  maternal  deaths.

Social  Conditions. 

There  is  full  employment  in  the  district  and  when  the  new 
coking  plant,  now  in  the  course  of  erection  at  Wingerworth  for 
the  National  Coal  Board,  is  in  production  further  demands  for 
labour  will  be  made.  Indeed,  this  plant  will  doubtless  add  to 
the  already  swollen  waiting  list  for  council  houses,  unless  some 
special  allocation  is  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing. 


Housing. 

On  the  waiting  list  for  council  houses  there  are  some  500 
names  and  approximately  300-350  of  those  applicants  are  living 
in  shared  accommodation. 

Unfortunately  in  the  urban  area  there  are  also  man}'  houses 
which  are  unfit  for  habitation,  and  as  each  year  passes  defects 
increase  and  conditions  become  worse. 

In  addition  to  the  decay  of  time  in  many  properties  in  this 
area,  quite  a number  of  houses  are  badly  damaged  by  subsidence  ; 
at  any  time  major  damage  may  be  caused  which  will  defy  any 
remedial  measures. 

The  new  housing  estate  at  Holmgate  is  now  “ taking  shape  ” 
and  a very  nice  “ shape,”  too.  In  its  lay-out  and  general  appear- 
ance it  will  stand  comparison  with  any. 
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Water  Samples. 

Twenty  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year,  eighteen 
satisfactory,  and  two  unsatisfactory. 


Ashover  Road  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  includes  the  laying  of  583  yards  6-in.  and  2,181 
yards  9-in.  diameter  sewers  together  with  pumping  station,  and 
costing  approximately  £15,000  Os.  Od.  The  work  is  almost 
completed,  and  connections  made  to  120  existing  houses  now 
being  served  by  cesspools. 

A considerable  amount  of  building  land  will  also  be  brought 
into  use. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Urban  District  has  again  had  a year  fairly  clear  of  the 
common  infectious  diseases  with  the  exception  of  measles  ; 216 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  71  the  previous 
year. 

This  is  the  fourth  consecutive  year  that  there  have  been 
no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified.  Here,  however,  one  would  add  a 
word  of  warning.  For  years  past  Clay  Cross  had  a high  percentage 
of  children  immunised  but  in  the  past  year  or  so  this  percentage 
has  fallen  very  greatly.  For  instance,  it  will  be  noted  from  the 
table  that  only  64  children  in  age  group  0 — 2 have  been  immunised, 
this  is  estimated  to  be  only  16%  immunised  in  that  age  group. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  now  there  is  a permanent  Health 
Visitor  working  in  the  district  that  this  figure  will  be  materially 
increased.

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951. 

The  amendment  to  the  Act  came  into  force  1st  November, 
1951. 

The  amendment  provides  that  in  the  case  of  a person  to 
whom  Section  47  (1)  of  the  1948  Act  would  apply  and  that  person 
should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the  premi.ses  where  he, 
or  she,  is  residing,  this  can  be  done  on  a certificate  being  signed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a general  practitioner  and 
presented  to  the  justices,  or  a justice.  The  justices,  or  justice, 
can  then  give  authority  for  the  person  to  be  removed  from  their 
home  to  a suitable  institution  and  there  detained  for  a period 
not  exceeding  21  days. 

No  cases  have  required  investigation  during  the  year. 

The  old  peoples’  welfare  Committees  are,  no  doubt,  a help 
in  dealing  with  cases  which  might  otherwise  be  neglected  and 
require  official  action.  Indeed,  these  committees  can  do  a great 
deal  to  enable  old  folk  who  require  a certain  amount  of  attention 
to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  whereas  if  such  care  was  not 
available  they  (the  old  folk)  would  have  to  go  into  some  type  of 
institution.

PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS,  1928-36. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Petroleum  Acts  which  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  storage 
of  Petroleum  Spirit  and  the  licensing  of  such  stores.  Thirteen 
licences  to  store  Petroleum  Spirit,  an  increase  of  one,  are  held 
in  the  Urban  District  providing  for  a storage  capacity  of  84,500 
gallons.  Licence  fees  amounted  to  £14  15s.  Od.  One  new  licence 
to  store  Calcium  Carbide  was  granted,  and  there  are  now  two 
licences  held  with  fees  amounting  to  15s.  Od. 

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE 
BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  one  of  the  workmen  of  the 
Cleansing  Department  attended  a two  day  course  on  Rodent 
Destruction  at  Nottingham  during  April.  This  man  now  under- 
takes all  treatments  under  my  supervision  as,  and  when,  required. 
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A sewer  test  undertaken  in  March  was  rendered  abortive  by 
exceptionally  heavy  rain,  many  of  the  baits  laid  in  manholes  were 
washed  away.  A second  test  was  undertaken  in  July  when 
eighteen  manholes,  selected  to  cover  the  whole  sewered  area  of  the 
Urban  District,  were  baited  with  damp  sausage  rusk.  Fifteen 
of  these  gave  negative  results  and  the  remaining  three  were 
effectively  poisoned  with  Zinc  Phosphide.  The  results  show  that 
there  is  no  serious  infestation  of  the  sewers  but  also  emphasise 
that  the  sewers  cannot  be  neglected  as  a source  of  infestation.

The  Sewerage  Works  and  the  Refuse  Tip,  Chesterfield  Road, 
are  the  main  areas  of  infestation  but  it  is  hoped  that  a new  poison, 
" Warfarin,”  which  will  be  tried  in  1952,  will  lead  to  effective  and 
permanent  control. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES. 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  been  main- 
tained and  the  emptying  of  ashpits  has  been  carried  out  regularly. 
A number  of  complaints  are  received  concerning  the  emptying, 
or  rather  the  non-emptying  of  dustbins.  It  is  a surprising  fact 
that  the  majority  of  these  prove,  on  investigation,  to  be  not 
justified  or  the  fault  of  the  occupier  of  the  house.  A disturbing 
feature  is  the  number  of  houses  which  are  now  without  proper 
dustbins.  Landlords,  of  the  lower  rented  houses  at  any  rate, 
are  refusing  to  replace  bins  when  these  become  worn  out  and  their 
decision  has  been  upheld  by  the  Courts  in  a number  of  cases 
throughout  the  country.  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  states  that  the  Owner  or  the  Occupier  may  be  required  to 
provide  a proper  dustbin.  The  same  section  also  states  that  the 
Local  Authority  may  undertake  to  provide  dustbins  for  which 
they  may  make  an  annual  charge  not  exceeding  5s.  Od.  A decision 
must  be  reached  as  to  who  is  to  provide  the  bins,  or  the  law 
amended,  in  the  near  future,  if  an  efficient  service  is  to  be 
maintained. 
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It  has  not  been  possible  to  give  a satisfactory  service  for  tl.e 
emptying  of  cesspools,  but  lack  of  reasonable  facilities  for  access 
has  been  the  main  obstacle  in  most  cases.  The  Ashover  Road 
sewer  has  now  been  laid  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  the  houses 
in  this  area  will  be  quickly  connected  during  the  coming  year. 
The  present  equipment  of  a trailer  pump  used  in  conjunction 
with  a tank  carried  in  one  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  will 
then  be  adequate  to  serve  all  needs.  It  is  rather  remarkable, 
however,  that  the  only  other  major  unsewered  area  in  the  Urban 
District  is  also  residential. 


new  Dennis  10  cu.  yd.  Refuse  Collector  was  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  £1,200  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  should  prove  much 
more  satisfactory  than  the  Karrier  Bantams.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  consider  the  replacement  of  the  other  Bantam  during  the 
coming  year,  it  is  three  years  old,  with  maintenance  and  repair 
costs  rising  every  year. 

Street  cleansing  in  the  centre  of  the  town  has  been  carried 
out  regularly  and  efficiently  but  other  areas  of  the  Urban  District 
do  not  receive  the  same  attention.  Paper  of  all  kinds  is  thrown 
indiscriminately  about  the  streets,  but,  without  the  provision 
of  street  litter  bins,  I fail  to  see  how  the  general  public  can  be 
asked  to  co-operate  in  keeping  tidy  streets.  Not  many  people 
will  carry  greasy  fish  and  chip  papers  in  the  pockets  of  their 
best  clothes  until  they  reach  home. 

The  two  lorries  have  travelled  12,900  miles  and  used  more 
than  1,600  gallons  of  petrol  in  carrying  out  these  services. 

Wage  increases  have  been  heavy  during  the  year,  ashbinmen 
have  received  14s.  4d.  and  drivers  8s.  lOd.  a week.  Probably 
these  increases  were  fully  justified  in  view  of  the  ever  rising  cost 
of  living  but  they  play  havoc  with  estimates  always  strictly 
pruned  and  containing  no  provision  for  wage  increases. 

REFUSE  TIPS. 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  been  carried  out 
at  the  Chesterfield  Road  tip.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than 
3,000  tons  of  refuse  are  collected  and  disposed  of  annually.  The 
town  is  extremely  fortunate  to  have  tipping  space  available  so 
conveniently  .situated. 
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Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  appearance  of  the 
tip  during  the  year.  The  portion  in  front  of  the  hedge  adjoining 
the  public  footpath  has  been  ploughed.  Eighteen  Flowering 
Almonds  and  six  Flowering  Cherries  have  been  planted  in  this 
portion  which  will  eventually  be  grassed  down  and  planted  with 
other  shrubs.  The  hedge  has  been  cleaned  out  and  dressed  with 
Bone  Meal.  I hope  to  have  a substantial  piece  of  land  behind 
the  hedge  ready  for  cultivation  next  year. 

Cricket  infestation  was  kept  under  control  by  dressings  with 
an  insecticide  containing  D.D.T. 

Trespassing  on  the  tip  is  a popular  pastime  for  many, 
especially  at  week-ends.  Materials,  possibly  infective  and 
dangerous  to  health,  are  sorted  out  by  children  and  adults, 
poisonous  baits  for  rats  are  disturbed  and  trees  are  damaged. 
The  tip  is  used  by  all  and  sundry  for  the  indiscriminate  dumping 
of  every  kind  of  refuse.  I feel  that  stronger  and  more  positive 
action  should  be  taken  by  the  Council  to  discourage  these  practices.

Salvage. 

The  demand  for  and  value  of  waste  paper  has  again  increased 
during  the  year  and  reached  a record  price  of  £16  a ton  during 
June.  This  can  only  be  regarded  as  an  absurdly  inflated  price 
and  reductions  are  bound  to  come  when  the  serious  shortage  of 
waste  paper  is  overcome.

Bed  Bugs. 

Thirteen  houses  have  been  treated  during  the  year.  It  is 
disturbing  to  have  so  many  cases  which  were  spread  over  a wide 
area,  and  it  must  mean  that  many  of  the  older  houses  remain 
infested.  Such  infestations  are  unnecessary  in  these  days  of 
D.D.T.  and  Gammexane,  but  indiscriminate  spraying  by 
individual  householders  with  insecticides  containing  D.D.T.  is 
not  the  solution.  Treatment  is  given  free  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  observe  secrecy.  Anyone  may 
approach  me  in  confidence  and  treatment  involves  little 
inconvenience. 


The  method  used,  Gammexane  smoke  generators  followed 
(if  necessary)  by  spraying  with  a D.D.T.  insecticide,  has  proved 
most  efficient. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Two  small  private  slaughterhouses  were  put  into  use  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  for  a period  from  the  2nd  September  to  the 
13th  December,  Cattle  were  concentrated  at  one  slaughterhouse 
and  Sheep  and  Calves  at  the  other.  All  carcases  were  inspected 
by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  twenty-two  producers  of  Milk  in  the  Urban  District, 
ten  of  which  are  producer  retailers.  Eighteen  distributors  of 
milk  are  registered  with  this  Authority,  seven  of  them  with 
premises  outside  the  Urban  District.  Eight  licences  to  retail 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  six  licences  to  retail  Pasteurised  Milky 
and  two  licences  to  retail  Accredited  Milk  were  granted  or  renewed 
during  the  year. 
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Ice  Cream. 

Two  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice 
Cream  under  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

During  the  year  three  premises  were  registered  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  sale  of  pre-pad; ed  Ice  Cream. 

The  total  now  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  in  tha 
district  is  twenty-one. 


SAMPLING. 

Statutory  sampling  is  carried  out  by  Officers  of  Derbyshire 
County  Council.  The  following  information  has  been  supplied 
by  the  County  Analyst,  Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
F.C.S.  Forty-four  samples  including  eighteen  milks  were  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  in  the  area  of  the  Clay 
Cross  Urban  District  Council  during  1951. 

One  sample  of  milk  contained  a small  amount  of  added 
water  and  the  vendor  was  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Essence  of  Coffee  and  Chicory  (an  informal 
sample  followed  by  a formal  sample)  were  deficient  in  Caffeine. 
The  manufacturers  were  cautioned. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 


NEW  LEGISLATION. 

Rag,  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

Provides  for  the  registration  of  premises  (at  a fee  of  /I) 
where  filling  materials  of  the  types  listed  in  sec.  33  are  used  in 
manufacturing  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages,  and  other  articles 
of  upholstery. 

Two  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  now  registered 
under  this  Act. 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  provides  for 
the  licensing  of  Pet  Shops  under  certain  conditions  by  the  Local 
Authority. 

The  Act  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952.  There 
are  at  present  no  Pet  Shops  in  the  Urban  District.
